1. CHILE 

A. POLITICAL CRISIS CONTINUES... 

AMBASSADOR DAVIS IN SANTIAGO FEELS THAT THE INCORPORATION

ING INTO A VIABLE SOLUTION. BOTH THE RIGHT AND THE LEFT 
ARE DISSATISFIED WITH THE CURRENT ARRANGEMENT AND THE 
EXTREMES ON BOTH SIDES SEE VIOLENCE AS THE ONLY WAY TO

ING CALLS AGAINST OFFICERS ON THE LIST. FINALLY, A 
GROUP OF LEFT WING DEPUTIES HAS CALLED FOR THE EXPULSION 
OF AMBASSADOR DAVIS FOR TRYING TO OVERTHROW PRESIDENT

2. SINO-SOVIET RELATIONS 

SOVIET DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER ILICHEV, HEAD OF THE

FINALLY GETTING DOWN TO HARD ISSUES, ACCORDING TO

DISAGREE ON IDEOLOGICAL MATTERS, AND TO SHELVE THEM. 
LATER, GENERAL SECRETARY BREZHNEV, ADDRESSING A RALLY

THE IRANIANS ACCEPTED THE REPLACEMENT ROLE ESSENTIALLY 
FOR REASONS OF NATIONAL PRESTIGE. THOUGH THEY WILL 
GIVE PRIORITY ATTENTION TO DOING THE BEST POSSIBLE JOB,

5. AFGHANISTAN FOUR WEEKS AFTER 

EMBASSY KABUL REPORTS THAT THE SITUATION IN KABUL IS 
STILL LARGELY UNSTABLE. THE OUTCOME IS BY NO MEANS 
CERTAIN. DAUD AND HIS NEW GOVERNMENT CONTINUE TO BE 

PREOCCUPIED WITH INTERNAL POLITICS AND MANEUVERING. THE 
SENIOR MILITARY, AND ESPECIALLY THE POLICE, ARE SAID TO 
BE ANGERED AND HUMILIATED BY THE RECENT PROMOTIONS AND 
HIGH COMMANDS GIVEN TO THE JUNIOR OFFICERS WHO HELPED 
DAUD GRAB POWER. THE EMBASSY COUNSELS ALERTNESS TO THE
